To the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, in the County of beeen iis 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Tarbell’s Hall, in said Town, on Tuesday, 


the 10th day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. Tosee what sums of money the Town will raise for the support of the 
poor, paying the just debts of the Town, and all other legal purposes, the year 
ensuing. ‘ 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the support of schools 
the year ensuing. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the repair of roads and 


bridges the ensuing year, and say how the same shall be raised and appropri- 
ated. 


5. Tosee what sum of money the Town will raise to meet the necessary 
expenses of the Brookline Public Library or take any action on the same. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the purpose of purchas- 
ing Text Books, and other supplies required for use in the public schools. 


7 To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers, heretofore 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in regard to observing Memorial 
Day, raise money for the same, or take any action in relation thereto. 


9. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to buy new hose or other fire equipments, 
raise money for the same, or act anything in relation thereto. 


10. To see ifthe Town will vote to improve Bond Street (so called) concrete 
the sidewalks on same, raise money for same or anything in reletion thereto. 


11 To see ifthe Town will vote to light the street lamps, set up any more, 
raise money for the same or act or do anything in relation thereto. 


12 Tosee what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate for the 
improvement of the side walks, keeping them plowed out in winter or act 
or do anything in relation thereto. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to dig a well in the South Cemetery, raise 
money for the same, or act or do anything in relation thereto. 


14. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to put concrete crossings across Main St. also 
across Bond St. from the corner near Samuel Swett’s cottage house, alsorepair 
the side walk from said corner to land of Fitchburg Railroad Co. and say how 
the money shall be appropriated. 


15. To see what action the Town will take in regard to exemption from taxa- 
tion any party who may wish to locate here to do manufacturing business or 
actin any relation thereto. 


16. To see what the Town will do in regard to improving the highway from 
the Bohonon bridge(so called)to the Charles Cummings place, raise money for 
the same, or act or do anything in relation thereto.

REPORT OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


—-0- 9 REQ 0 


The past school year has been one of success. The advance- 
ment made by the majority of pupils marked. The Swedish 
system of physical culture which has been adopted in part of 
our schools has been beneficial in relieving the monotony of 
sitting, and resting the brain, giving new inspiration to the 
pupil who has become discouraged over a puzzling problem or 
rule. Through the efforts of the teacher and pupils at the 
Grammar School, a large unabridged dictionary has been placed 
in the school. ‘The Village Primary schoolroom has been 
improved by new desks and seats, the Grammar room newly 
papered and painted, and we think our citizens can feel repaid 
for the generous appropriation made at the last meeting. 
Worthy of especial note, is the interest manifested by the pupils 
of the Grammar School in good substantial reading, also in the 
current events of the day. Many of the papers written would 
have given credit to older heads. Your Board hope to be able 
to supply the North and West Schools with maps and globes 
the ensuing year. 

We regret to note the low percentage of attendance, and 
quote the following from a recent report of Superintendent 
Fred Gowing. ‘‘The work of the school is the business of the 
child, and every child should be impressed with the idea that 
his business can no more be neglected without detriment than 
the business of adults. Tendencies to tardiness and absence 
seem ‘to run in families’ along with family traits. The 
responsibility for negligence of school duties through absence 
or idleness rests not wholly upon the child, but quite largely 
upon the parent who knows, or ought to know, the general 
conduct of his child, and who by inaction, tacitly assents to 
such conduct.” }
